Pittsburg. Pa.. Oct tO.—By the 
breakloc of the ropes carrying fivo 
beams to their position, letting the 
tons of iron fall upon the movable 
orM|« at tb« Pittsburg tad oC tkf new 
Wabash bridfe over (he Mofloikiahela 
rirer being built by the American 
Bridge Co., almost a dozen workmen 
were hurled to death by a fall of more 
ttaan 100 feet, striking th« water and 
two barges beneath. Ten of tike* dead 
have been recovered. Five are seri- 
ously Injured. Several bodies are yet 
pinned under the wrecked barges. The 
part of the bridge extending out over 
the river from the Water street Bide 
Is a total wreck. 

Deputy Coroner L. C. Hucbel made 
an Investigation at the scene of the 
disaster. He believes the blame rests 
on whoever was In charge of the 
hoisting and fastening of the beams. 
He says that a failure to properly se- 
cure one derrick load caused the 
breaking strain to fall on the crane. 

"Just before thie happened." said 
Mr. Huehel, "the men had hauled up a 
load of five Imr.s. Thoy were fixed In 
position by a long steel bar, which 
was puslKd through the eyes at the 
end. Then five of the bars were haul- 
ed op to the same point and this fast- 
ening bar was drawn back with the In- 
tention of shoving It through the eyes 
of the five additional bars. In some 
way a blunder was made and the bar 
was not put through. As a result the 
bars suddenly fell, the resulting Jerk 
pulling down the erana" 

The accident was caused by the giv- 
ing way of a tw(}-inch steel cable, 
which was used as one of the Riiys tf" 
support the big crane. This cable was 
tested to bear a strain of 100 tons and 
it is said that It did not break but 
pulled looee from its fastening. There 
were 84 men at work on the super- 
ctructure of the bridge in the barge 
below, by which the beams were he 
ing hoisted by the crane, 17B feet 
above the river level, when the booms 
collapsed. Of the fljien who were In 
the barge eome escaped with lh*lr 
lives by Jumping into the river the 
moment they heard the crash above. 
Some of the men on the superstnicture 
who were engaged in riveting and 
bandling the bars that were lifted 
Irom tbe barge also got off uninjured. 

The work on the bridge will be de 
layed about three months. 

Several marvelous escapes from 
death were reported One of the work- 
ers on the traveler, as soon as the guy 
-wires snapped, attempted to jump 
back to V>e part remaining on tbe 
bridge. He missed bis footing and 
was falling to the river. Part of a 
rope attached to the bridge struck him 
on the face. He instinctively caught 
bold of it, and was saved from being 
carried down Into tbe barge. He con- 
tinued to bold to tbe rope until one of 
,the sMffs came to bis rescue, when he 
slid down and took his place In the 
boat as one of the rescuers. 

Thousands visited the scene of the 
disaster during the morning and at 
lunch time the wharf was crowded 
with men, women and children.

From Naplee the Machlas 
will proceed to Beirut to take on the 
remaln<yr of the guard which Is to 
accompany Mr. Skinner and will sail 
thence for Djlbouout. The escort will 
consist of A naval ofllcer, a marine of- 
fleer.

United States Senator Fairbanks Gives 
An Explanation of the Interna- 
tional Diapute and a Brief 
Owtllne of the tubjeel. 

London, Oct 20.— A draft of the de- 
cision reached by the Alaskan boun- 
dary coBMBtaslotten was signed by a 

majority of tbe commissioners Mon- 
day evening. Messrs. Ayleswortb and 
Jette. the Canadian comoUartonen, re- 
fused to sign. 

) The decision grants all the Ameri 
can contentions with the exception of 
tbe one relating to the Portland canal. 

The signatories were I^ord Chief Jus- 
tice Alverstone and Senator Lodge, 
Senator Turner and Secretary Root, 
the American commissioners. They 
constituted a majority and ensured 
finality. Messrs. Ayleswortb and 
Jette carried their outspoken disap- 
proval of the decision to the point of 
refusing to sign even that section of 
the decision giving the Portland canal 
to Canada, and they emphasized their 
attitude by walking out of the cabi- 
net room in the foreign office before 
the signatures of the others had been 
affixed to the historic document. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Oct. 20.— United 
States Senator Charles W. Fairbanks, 
who waa chairman of the American 
members of the Joint high commission 
that meC at Qnebee In 1898 to consid- 
er the Alaskan boundary question, and 
who has given, long nml careful study 
to the points involved, gave Monday 
night an explanation of the dispute 
over tbe boundary and a brief outline 
of the snbjeet He said: 

"The decision of the Alaskan boun- 
dary commission is merely a recogni- 
tion of the rights of thv Ignited States 
which they purchased from Russia in 
1867. In a treaty between Russia and 
Great Britain in 1826 the boundary be- 
tween the two cofrtntrfes in Alaska wa^ 
fixed, and when the United States pur- 
chased Ala«ka she acquired the terri- 
tory which belonged to Russia, and 
which was defined in the treaty of 
1826 between Ruasia and Great Bri- 
tain. 

"Until the gold discoveries a' few 

years ago there was no dispute be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Drltaln as to the boundary. The dl?!- 
puted boundary line was submitted to 
the United States and British joint 
high commission which met in Que- 
bec In 1898. tTnder tbe treaty the 
boundary line, speaking generally, was 
to begin at the southermost point of 
Prince of Wales island and run thence 
up Portland canal and mainland to 
the 66th parallel of latitude and 
thence following the summit of the 
mountslhs situated parellel to the~ 
coast, but If there were no mountains 
then the lino shonld'not be more than 
marine leagues from the coast, until 
reaches a point near Mt St Elian, 
where it was to run north to tbe fros- 
en ocean. 

"The dispute with which tbe com- 
mission has been concerned is the 
boundary south of Mt. St Ellas. The 
American contention was that under 
the treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain the latter was to be excluded 
from an outlet to tbe ocean, and that 
the coast line should ftollow around 
the heads of all of the inlets while the 
British contended that the line shouhl 
run from headland to headland. If 
their contention had prevailed, ^kag- 
way. Dyea and other settlements many 
miles from the moutbs of tbe inlets 
would have fallen into British terri- 
tory. Under the decision theee belong 
to the United States as we have al- 
ways cont ended."

A Party of 28 Welsh People Detained 
In Philadelphia on Suspicion. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 20. — Twenty-eight 
persons, one of them a woman, com- 
prise the party of Welab miners who 
sre detklned in this «tty on suspicion 

of being contract laborers. They ar- 
rived on tbe steamship Haverford from 

Liverpool Sunday and were landed 
Monday. The entire p,»rty is quartered 
at the International hotel near the Am- 
erican line piers. Officers of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, repre- 
sentatives of which organisation are 
now present, are largely responsible 
for the detention of the party. Mln 
era employed at Ellsworth and other 
sections of Western Pennsylvania are 
said to have first discovered the im- 
portation of Welsh miners sAd notified 
the oflicers of their union, who In turn 
gave their Information to the govern- 
ment. 

All of the detained men feel that 
they have been duped and say tbey 
will be glad to return to Walee and 
stand the etpeose of tbe trip. Several 

of the detained miners assert that 
hundreds of men, lured on by the 
promise of good wages, have already 
gone to the soft coal fields and that 
more are on thtii. way to this eoun- 
try.

United Statee Minister Bryan Made An 
Accensien With Santos Dumont. 



Paris. Oct 20. — Charles Page Bryan, 
the United States minister to Portu- 
gal, was a passenger Monday in the 
car of Santos Dumont's latest dirigi- 
ble balloon No. 10 during a test made 
at Neuilly. The ascent was witnessed 
by a number of prominent Americans 
and Spanish interested In aeronautics. 
After a successful ascension Messrs. 
Bryan and Santos Dumont descended 
and received In the cars Misses Mack- 
ay and Taylor and again asf ended. 

Santos Dumont said that No. 10 bal- 
loon was almost like No. 9. but was of 
more elongated shape than a cigar. 
It Is 148 feet long and the' balloon has 
a capacity of 2010 metres. The petro- 
leum motor produces 60-horse power. 

DUBLIN UNIVERSITY. 



Will Be Formed Into a National Uni- 
verelty With Three Constituents. 

London, Oct 20. — ^The Dally News 
claims authority for the statement that 
while the government has not yet con- 
sented to the establishment of a Cath- 
olic university in Ireland, an arrange- 
ment already has been consummated, 
with the approvsl of tbe Catholic hie- 
rarchy, to form Dublin university into 
a national university with three con- 
stituent colleges, namely. Trinity col- 
lege. Dublin. Queens college. Belfast, 
and University college. St. Stephens 
Oreen, Dublin: each lo be suitably en- 
dowed. It Is intimated that this ar- 
rangement will insure the government 
the support of the Irish party during

ESCAPED 6UARDS IN UTTER CITY. 



While the Deputy Marshal Was la 
the Toilet Soon of the Train 
He Disappeared. 



Accused Man Thought to Have Real- 
ized 1600,000 From the Robborlse 

Committed in New York 
and Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Oct SO.—Albert S. 
Bell, the mail pouch thief and forger 

who was brought to this city from 
Denver by Deputy United States Mar- 
shals G. H. Baker and Alva, Monday 
eluded his guards and is now at lib- 
erty. When the train reached tbe 
Pennsylvania railroad station Davia 
and Bell went to the toilet apsrtment 
of the Pullman car and while the dep- 
uty marshal was performing his ablu- 
tions the prisoner calmly walked to 
the platform of the car, mingled with 
the crowd of passengers and disap* 
peared. For nearly three hours after 
the swindler had made his escape Da- 
vis and Baker wandered about la 
search of him, and finally informed the 
police authorities. Oovemment and 
city detectives are now endeavoring 
to locate Bell, but he has tbe advant- 
age of a'long start and the offlcers are 
without a clue. 

Bell was arrested while ho was ill 
in a hospital at Denver. He confessed 
to having stolen a mall pouch contain- 
ing about 2,200 checks from an ex- 
press train on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road at Oermantown Junction, this 
city, September 8. He was held In 
tlO.OOO ball for his appearance in the 
United States district court here. In 
custody of Deputies Davis and Baker 
the prisoner left Denver for this city 
Friday afternoon. As he waa still 
suffering from the effects of the ill- 
cess which took him to the Denver 
hospital the officers did not deem it 
necessary to shackle him. 

He was accompanied as far as Pa- 
cific Junction by Mrs. Sharp, who was 
arrested with htm. but later discharg- 
ed. The trip to Philadelphia was une- 
ventful imtll this city was reached. 
Deluded by the tracliblllty of the 
prisoner tbe deputies failed to guard 
him carefully and b)s escape was ren- 
dered easy. 

Shortly after the disappearance of 
the mail p<i\i( h Boll, passing himself 
as F. H Crosby, and Mrs. Sharp, 
known as Mrs. Crosby, were located 
at Asbury Park. He deposited a num- 
ber of checks with a bank there paya- 
ble to his orde|r and drawn by several 
Philadelphia flms. 

It was discovered that the amoun'a 
of the checks had been raised, but 
when the postal inspector's depart- 
ment took up tbe matter Bell had left 
Asbury Park. He was later located in 
Denver. Bell Is also known as Ham- 
mond and Crawford He is suspected 
of having stolen a mail pouch at 
Springfield. 111. He secured $2,400 
from the Lincoln Trust Co. in St. Ixiu- 
is by means of alleged checks. He Is 
also suspected of numerous post office 
robberies In New York, Buffalo and 
other cities He Is supposed to have 
icaii/cii $r.(io,ooo from tbe robbery

The Spokane < Washington) Spokea 
man-Review explains the 1894 silver 
dollar hoax as follows : 

"The 1894 silver dollar hoax baa been 
exploded. All over the country the re- 
port has epread that a railroad pass to 
the St. Louia fair would be given for « 
dollar c(rined in 18iM. Queries by tbe 
thousands have come into the newspaper 
oflSoea, asking information regarding the 
Biattar. Tha qoary departmaat of the 
Spokesman-Review has received a aen- 
ber of such requests. 

An aazlons inqairar from Davenport 
wrote that .twenty-five or thirty of the 
coins had been hoarded there. A druggist 
at Great Falls, Mont, is said to have 
been so worked up over the matter that 
he paid premiums as high as $1.') each for 
tbe coins, under the belief that each would 
secnre for him a first olasa ticket for tbe 
fair. 

Here Ib the true story of how the re- 
port started: A St. Paul passenger 
agent of a line which reaches 8t. Loaia 
decided to stir up interest in the fair, and 
cased an advertisement to be inserted in 
a number of papers. 

Thie advertiflement announced that 
that railroad "will exchange round trip 
ticket to St. Louia, good during tbe expo- 
sition, for tbe dollars coined by the gov- 
ernment in 1894." 

Some of those who misread tbe adver- 
tisement wrote to the passenger agent 
asking what premiam the taUraad would 
pay for dollars of auoh year. In answer 
caim this letter: 

"Your itf irmation is only partially re- 
liable. We are looking' for the dollars of 
our fathers, and will exchange ticketa for 
a snfiicient number of them. We don't 
contiue ourselves to the 1H94 variety. 
The dollars of other years, too, look 
pretty good to ns "
